Judge Olson Heard It. 

Judge Olson sat at one end of the long 
table with the stenographers on either side 
of him. Other seats at the table were occu- 
pied by the lawyers, complaining witnesses, 
and reporters for afternoon papers and the 
City News bureau. 

Judge Olson evidently heard what Mr. Me- 
Inerney said, for he refers to it a number 
of times in the proceedings that ensued 
efter Mr. McInerney left the court room, 
and based his dismissal of the suits for 
want of prosecution’’ on that statement. 

It will be noticed also that Mr. McInerney 
seeks to dodge responsibility for the dis- 
missal of the cases by stating that he left 
the court room for lunch and did not know the 
cases had been non-suited until I returned 
to my office after junch — his office, not the 
court room. 


Offers to Do His Duty. 

It also will be noticed that Mr. McInernéy 
offers to prosecute the cases against Tearney. 
He does not say if he will exercise the same 
celerity of action that has marked his activ- 
ities in the 130-odd violations of the law re- 
ported to him by Capt. Nootbaar, command- 


ing the police district in which Ald. Tearney } 


vidlated the law without punishment. 

Judge Olson's dismissal of the Tearney 
charges was preceded by arguments by coun- 
sel representing Tearney and the complain- 
ants. The technical barriers to a trial were 
thrashed over again before the court finally 
held that the summonses approved by Judge 
Courtney and Assistant Prosecutor Haggen- 
1086 could not be attacked. 


Lose on Legal Quibble. 

McInerney was called to the witnese stand 
by Mr. Sutton, representing Tearney, and 
asked if he had been authorized by the cor- 
poration counsel to prosecute Tearney. He 
said his instructions were ener, hot spe- 
cific. 

Mr. Sutton renewed an objection to any one 
prosecuting that had not been specifically in- 


structed by the corporation counsel to repre- 


sent the city in the Tearney case. Judge 


Oison and the prosecutor agreed the conten- 


tion was “ ridiculous.’’ 

Judge Olson asked for proof that Assistant 
City Prosecutor A. A. Haggenjos had not, as 
counsel for the plaintiffs contended, author- 
ized the institution of the suits against Tear- 
ney. The proof was not produced, but Me- 
Inerney asserted that he had told his assist- 
ant not to sanction the suits, and he atood 
‘on that. 


File Three New) Complaints. 

Attorney Thomason, who protested in vain 
against the dismissal, accompanied Tun 
TRIBUNE representative to Mr. McInerney's 
office. There the new complaints were filed 
against Tearney. They are now in McIner- 
ney's hands. 

The prosecutor was asked later—and before 
he wrote his letters—what he intended to do 
with the new complaints.

Corporation Counsel Sexton had been in 
conference with the mayor before the news- 
paper men were admitted. Prosecutor Mo- 
Inerney strolled into the executive's outer 
office and spent a busy fifteen minutes try- 
ing to explain his position to interviewers. 
Later Mr. Sexton was called on in his or- 
fice. He expressed surprise when told that 
McInérney had refused to act. 

“Do you approve of the prosecuting at- 
torney’s conduct?” he was asked. 

He may have acted 
legally. I want to see Mr. McInerney first

Mr. Sexton was told that Judge Olson had 
decided that Judge Courtney had acted with- 
in his rights in ordering the issuance of the 
Tearney summonses and that they had been 
issued with the approval of Assistant City 
Prosecutor Haggenjos. | :

DETAIL OF THE HEARING. 

When the case was called before Judge 
Olson there was considesable preliminary

McInerney a Witness. 

City Prosecutor McInerney then took the 
witness stand and was sworn for examina- 
tion on the preliminary question of the in- 
stitution of the suit. Attorney Sutton, 
representing Tearney, put this question to 
Melnerney: 

At and prior to Jan, 4, 1913, did you, as 
prosecuting attorney of the city of Chicago, 
obtain from the corporation counsel instruc- 
tions or consent to commence any suits 
against Al R. Tearney for the violation of 
the city ordinance of the city of Chicago?’ 


Ruling of the Judge. 

After objections to the question Judge Olson 
ruled: 

“The court assumes that the city prose- 
cutor in the service of the city ahd repre- 
senting that department does represent the 
city. Courts always assume that, and with 
power to act. Now, if that is true, and the 
court must always find out whether in the 
particular case he has power to act, the court 
would call the case, and when the city prose- 
cutor speaks up ‘Show ‘your card in this 
case, show your card,’ that would not be sen- 
sible, would it? You can 80 on with your 
proof. 

Mr. Thomason, representing the complain- 
ants, said that of course neither the cor- 
poration counsel nor Prosecutor McInerney 
was personally in the Thirty-fifth street court 
when the summonses were secured, but that 
the prosecutor's assistant was there with au- 
thority and did give consent to the filing of 
the cases. 


Haggenjos Gave Authority. 

THE COURT—Who was the individual you 
claim gave you authority to start this suit? 

MR. THOMASON—Mr. Haggenjos, an as- 
sistant corporation counsel, an assistant 
prosecuting attorney, and an employé of the 
prosecuting attorney's office; the prosecuting 
attorney himself being an employé of the cor- 
poration counsel. Now, we ought not to 
cloud the issues at this time with the ques- 
tion of Mr. Sexton’s consent to the proceed- 
ings. Eight thousand proceedings were com- 
menced by him as the prosecuting attorney, 
as said here. 

MR. SUTTON—I am only interested in my 
client, your honor. 

THE COURT—You may go: on with the 
proof. . 


Witness Objects to Question. 

Mr. Sutton thereupon put the question to 
Mcinerney, on the witness stand, as follows:

Dog Bites an Exception.

What are the judges of 
the courts to understand; that these prose- 
cutors have authority to represent the city 
in those cases before them, to institute suits 
for violation of ordinances and to nonsuit 
them and to prosecute them—haven't they? 

THE WITNESS—They have authority to 
represent the city in all cases brought before 
them. They have authority also and in- 
structions from my office when any portion 
of the criminal code is violated to institute 
suits, and they have an explicit instruction 
there in cases of that character that when 
the complainant hires private counsel to so 
inform the court and permit the private 
counsel to conduct the prosecution.

Points to “ Discretionary Power.” 

“ Your prosecuting attorney, under the 
present ordinance, said Mr. Thomason, is 
vested with a discretion beyond the discre- 
tion that either the state's attorney or the 
attorney general of the state hee in his han- 
dling of criminal prosecutions. Your prose- 
cuting attorney is vested with a discretion 
that is beyond the discretion of your body 
You cannot or the city council cannot pass 
any discriminative ordinance. Your ordi- 
nances must be general. They must bear in 
the same manner upon John Jones, who has 
a saloon at No. 836, as they bear upon John 
Smith, who operates a saloon at 332 Ran- 
doiph street or Washington street, as the 
case may be. 

“Under the terms of this ordinance you 
have delegated to the city prosecutor’s office 
a power beyond the powers you yourselves 
possess. Yeu give the city prosecutor, in his 
unlimited and unrestrained discretion, the 
right to institute proceedings and dismiss 
them @ocording to his own whim. He can in- 
stitute a. prosecution at the request of a 
person because he likes the color of his hair, 
or he can refuse to Institute a prosecution 
for the same reason, and still be within the 
terms of his discretion, as is indicated by 
the present section. 


Explains Proposed Ordinance. 

“The amendment merely places upon the 
prosecuting attorney the duty to use the 
same discretion that the state's attorney now 
has to exercise In the prosecution of criminal 
matters. He has a discretionary power, and 
it is proper that he has. He must have, but 
he should not have unlimited and unre- 
strained discretionary power. 

“It should not be possible for the city’s 
attorney to exercise his powers discrimi- 
natively throughout the city. That has been 
done for the lam ten years. I make no ref- 
erence at all to the present attorney or his 
predecessors, but it has been customary to 
prosecute one man in one line of business 
and not prosecute another, akhough com- 
plaints have been flled.“ 

Mr. Thomason answered the argument that 
the amendment would open the way to un- 
warranted prosecntions by showing the way 
is now open through other provisions of the 
law and is not abused.

U. 8. Consul at Berlin Reports 
on New Tuberculosis — 
Treatment. 


Will Not Acknowledge Success 
of Cure Until They Try 
Serum. 


{BY A SBAVYF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 17.—[Spectal.]— 
‘The full report made to the secretary of 
state by A. M. Thackara, American consul 
general at Berlin, on Dr. Friedmann’s new 
treatment for tuberculosis, was laid before 
the senate today. 

The report recites thea Dr. Friedmann of 
Bertin announced his discovery in a lecture 
‘before the Berlin Medical society. He ex- 
Nained the treatment consists of the injeo- 
tion of a solution prepared by Dr. Friedmann, 
Which he claims contains living nonvirulent 
becilli taken from cold-blooded animals in 
comradistinction to the virulent organisms 


‘| in Koch's tuberculosis remedies. 


The consul reports the discussion among 
Berlin physicians that followed the lecture 
disclosed some incredulity and surprise at 
the results claimed for the new cure. A 
few physicians contended Dr. Friedmann’ 
discovery had not resulted in more cures than 
had Koch’s. The Berlin physicians are not 
yet ready to concede the results claimed for 
the new treatment. 


Tells Skepticism of Doctors. 

“They will not acknowledge them untl 
facilities have been offered to the physicians 
to observe the effects of the preparation under 
their own administration,“ says Consul Gen 
eral Thackara, and then only after a sufti- 
clent time has elapsed to determine whether 
or not the cures or the instances of ameilora- 
tion of the condition of the patient are 
permanent. Owing to the comparatively 
short period which has elapsed since the new 
treatment has been tried, feare have been 
expressed lest the nonvirulent organisms 
when injected Into the human system may 
not become virulent and cause an outbreak 
of the disease.“ 


Surgeon Discusses New Cure. 

The consul general applied to Dr. Fried- 
mann for information and the Berlin doctor 
replied: 

My remedy for the time being has not yet 
been given out to any one. For the present 
patients will be treated only under my per- 
sonal direction. I am unable to say just yet 
how soon my remedy will be available in 
America. It is impossible to give an esti- 
mate of length of time necessary for treat- 
ment without examination. Wherecases are 
not too far advanced the treatment usually 


covers a period of several weeks.“

Special Differential Allowed to the 
United States by Brazil on Imports 
May Bring Retaliation. 


Washington, D. C., Jan 17.—State depart- 
ment offictals here have had reports to the 
effect that Argentina is likely to retaliate 
against the United States for what it believes 
an unfair commerelal advantage taken of it 
by this country. 

Brazil grants to the United Staes a special 
differential on imports of wheat flour, which 
allows this country to competeguccessfully 
with Argentina in that feld. There is a 
scarcely suppressed sentiment in the Argen- 
tina Congress, which it ts said may break 
out at any time, in favor of retaliatory action, 

BPditorials have appeared in the leading

Mr. Norris in his plea asserted that the 

paper makers had been coddled and enerv- 
ated by the tariff; that the International 
Paper company Hed falsified. and juggled 
the figures and had starved the market; 
that there have been fived prices for years 
among the paper manufacturers, and that 
he could not buy a ton from the paper mills 
at a price within reason. 
He charged that the paper makers had 
attacked the credit of projectors of new 
enterprises and had urged banke to refuse 
them loans, and that since 1808, when the 
international paper company Was formed, 
the paper makers in substantially all groups 
had been trying to regulate the market by 
combinations and to maintain pricea. 


Points to Extensive Business. 
Mr. Hastings, speaking for the American 


Paper and Pulp association, said that in the 


industry there were 800 establishments in 
thirgy-two states, employing 80,000 people. 

He said that at least 88 per cent of the pro- 
duction of the mille is of a quality that could 
be imported into this country of a value of 
not over 4 cents a pound at the point of ship- 
ment, thus coming in free under the Canadian 
reciprocity law.
